THE BULLITT CASE REBUKED. 

Mr. Harrison had some corrections made In his 
evidence as reported, and then Governor Bramlettc 
was introduced as a witness, and stated tbat on 
Saturday last be had sent a telegram to Jndgc Bul- 
litt, with a copy of General Palmer's lesvc that he 
might return to Kentucky and attend his trial; that 
before ihis time be bad no defluite information as 
to Judge Bullitt's whereabout*. 

CoL Hodges, I. F. Bell, F. B. Oleav eland and 
Mr Ray wcte then sworn. 

Mr. Cleaveland said that he bad heard Gen Bur- 
bridge say, in a Union Convention, convened on 
the 4th of January. 1865, that he had ordered 
the arrest of Jndpe Bnllitt, and tbat if caught he 
would hang bim, as he was in favor of banging all 
traitor*. 

Ool. Hodges slated tbat the proceedings of the 
Convention above referred to, as published in the 
Commonwealth newspapers, was an official report 
of the same: that he had heard Gen. Burbridge 
say that he understood that Jud;re Bullitt had 
been paroled by Gen. Washburne, at Memphis, and 
allowed to return to Kentucky with the approval 
of tbe authorities at Washington; that he had or- 
dered hia arrest, but that Judge Bullitt had es- 
caped the same. 

Mr. Ray had beard Gen. Burbridge say in the 
Convention, of the 4th of January. 1866. that he 
bad ordered the arrest of Judge Bullitt and that if 
caught he would hang bim or have him hung. 

Mr. Ball taid that he was the kuu>man and inti- 
mate friend of Judge Butlitt; that Judge B. re- 
turned fiom Memphis, where he had been in Fed- 
eral custody, about ithe 7th of December, J8M; that 
he desired a trial by the civil authorities; that he 
did not desire one by the military, which had been 
offered bim, but rejected by his counsel

postponed until to morrow morning at 10 o'clock.
